Rush  Week  is  a  pivotal 
week  for  the  Greek  or- 
ganizations at  LaSalle 
University.  This  is  the  week 
when  each  of  the  fraternities 
and  sororities  host  a  series  of 
events  to  impress  potential 
new  members.  In  the  past, 
Rush  Week  activities  have  in- 
cluded such  things  as  barbe- 
cues, touch  football  games, 
mixers,  etc.  Tables  are  set  up 
in  the  Union  Building  by  the 
various  Greek  organizations 
where  those  students  who  are 
interested  can  stop  by  for  in- 
formation about  the  fraterni- 
ty/sorority and  a  list  of  activ- 
ities for  the  week,  interested 
For  all  of  the  Greek  organ- 


izations, the  goal  of  Rush  Week 
is  to  attract  new  members.  A 
large  amount  of  a  chapter's 
budget  is  spent  on  Rush  Week 
activities  because  it  is  essen- 
tial for  a  chapter's  survival  to 
gain  new  brothers  and  sisters 
after  others  have  graduated. 
Typically,  Rush  Week  events 
are  relaxed  and  centered 
around  activities  that  permit 
rushes  to  meet  the  brothers 
and  sisters  in  a  non-threaten- 
ing, friendly  environment. 
What  seems  to  characterize 
Rush  Week  is  the  coUegiality 
which  many  Greek  organiza- 
tions exhibit  toward  each  oth- 
er. Greeks  as  a  whole  have  to 
strengthen  their  organizations 


by  making  positive  impres- 
sions on  the  entire  communi- 
ty. This  is  the  only  way  for 
their  membership  to  grow  and 
prosper  in  the  years  to  come. 
Therefore,  it  is  counter-pro- 
ductive to  berate  other  Greeks 
on  campus  in  an  effort  to  make 
one  organization  look  better. 
When  one  chapter  does  this, 
all  the  chapters  get  a  bad  rep- 
utation. Hence,  there  is  a  sense 
of  coUegiality  which  appears 
to  envelope  all  Greeks  during 
this  week. 

During  Rush  Week,  mem- 
bers of  Greek  organizations  are 
encouraged  to  wear  their  let- 
ters as  much  as  possible.  Their 
high  visibility  during  this  week 


lets  the  LaSalle  community  see 
the  true  strength  of  the  Greeks 
on  campus.  Looking  around 
the  classrooms  during  that 
week,  it  seems  like  just  about 
everyone  is  affiliated  with  a 
Greek  organization.  Members 
are  the  spokespeople  for  their 
respective  chapters  and  are 
charged  with  talking  up  the 
Greeks  system  at  LaSalle  and 
their  affiliated  organizations. 
While  the  occurrence  is  al- 
ways a  significant  event  at 
LaSalle,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  Rush  Week  is  a 
yearlong  activity.  It  would  be 
foolish  to  think  that  organi- 
zations go  all  out  to  attract  new 
members  for  only  one  week 


during  the  entire  semester.  For 
all  Greeks  on  campus,  rush  is 
an  ongoing  process  designed 
to  find  those  people  at  LaSalle 
who  are  best  suited  for  their 
chapters.  Rush  Week  itself  is 
simply  when  all  of  a  chapter's 
resources  are  pooled  together 
for  a  week  for  the  purpose  at- 
tracting new  members  unfa- 
miliar or  misinformed  about 
the  Greek  system  at  LaSalle.

The  main- 
tenance of  a  successful  commu- 
nity can  only  be  achieved 
through  hard  work  and  a  concern  for  others. 
Barbara  Millard,  La  Salle's  Dean  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  has  set  an  example  when  it  comes 
to  these  qualities. 

Dr.  Millard  has  had  a  long  and  healthy  con- 
nection to  La  Salle  University.  She  earned  her 
P.H.D.  in  English  at  the  University  of  Dela- 
ware and  later  came  to  La  Salle  in  1972.

A  pursuit  for  education  encompasses 
far  more  than  the  endeavors  contained 
within  classroom  activities  or  course  re- 
quirements. Likewise,  a  well-rounded 
educational  environment  deftly  applies 
practical  principles  while  simultaneous- 
ly emphasizing  the  importance  of  a  lib- 
eral arts  foundation. 

At  La  Salle  University,  professors  and 
administrators  alike  encourage  the  stu- 
dent body  to  free  their  academic  focus 
from  the  restraints  of  pure  career  prep- 
aration. The  most  worthwhile  education 
is  one  which  envelopes  an  appreciation 
for  all  intellectual  disciplines. 

The  La  Salle  University  requirements 
for  graduation  mandate  a  study  of  his- 
tory, philosophy,  literature  and  religion. 
Students  must  pursue  two  or  three- 
course  sequences  in  such  subject  areas 
so  as  to  gain  a  substantial  command  of 
these  disciplines.  Moreover,  fundamen- 
tal writing  and  communicating  skills, 
tactics  essential  for  success  in  the  career 
world,  are  emphasized  across  the  curric- 
ulum.

and  more  interesting.  These  motivation- 
al tactics  have  secured  prestigious  jobs 
and  fellowships  for  numbers  of  La  Salle 
University  alumni  and  alumnae. 

Moreover,  the  exercising  of  intercur- 
ricular  skills  affords  a  student  the  op- 
portunity to  more  leisurely  explore  a 
concentration  of  studies,  knowing  that 
no  single  major  clouds  one's  perception 
of  the  post-secondary  scholastic  experi- 
ence. 

Even  those  pursuing  degrees  in  the 
sciences  and  businesses  find  a  liberal  arts 
background  to  be  beneficial.  Prospective 
employers  and  prestigious  graduate  in- 
stitutions all  emphasize  the  need  for  sol- 
id, organized  interpersonal  skills. 

Most  importantly,  a  liberal  arts  en- 
vironment encourages  the  development 
of  communication  techniques.  College 
students,  infused  within  new  and  much 
more  diverse  surroundings,  are  exposed 
to  interpersonal  conflicts  daily.

Dr.  Dennis  Kennedy  does  re- 
search and  publishes  in  the  ar- 
eas of  the  conceptual  framework 
of  accounting,  valuation  and 
earnings  recognition,  and  ac- 
counting education.  This  back- 
ground contributes  to  his  teach- 
ing of  undergraduate  accounting 
principles,  graduate  financial 
accounting  and  accounting  sem- 
inar in  both  the  undergraduate 
and  graduate  programs.  He  is  a 
recipient  of  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  Teaching 
Excellence  Award  for  1993. 
He  has  a  B.A.  in  management 
from  Pennsylvania  State  Uni- 
versity. He  has  a  M.B.A.  and  a 
Ph.D.  in  accounting  from  Tem- 
ple University. 

Dr.  Kennedy  has  published  on 
the  extractive  petroleum  indus- 
try in  the  Journal  of  Account- 
ing, Auditing  and  Finance,  on 
computer  assisted  systems  en- 
gineering in  Interface  and  on 
group  decision  support  systems 
in  the  Journal  of  Management 
Systems.

He  is  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Catholic  Social  Services  includ- 
ing Finance  and  Professional 
Services  Committees.  He  is  in- 
volved in  strategic  and  tactical 
planning  for  the  Cardinal's 
Commission  on  School  Choice. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Amer- 
ican Accounting  Association  and 
the  Academy  of  Accounting  His- 
torians.

Excellence  in  teaching  is  the 
motto  for  the  faculty  at  La  Salle 
University.  They  take  pride  in 
their  work  and  teach  students  to 
the  best  of  their  abilities.  Each 
department  has  qualified  pro- 
fessors that  teach  precision  and 
accuracy  in  their  field  of  study. 
The  biology  department  has 
varied  courses  ranging  from  Mo- 
lecular biology  to  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  that  demand  highly 
professional  and  effective  fac- 
ulty. This  year  there  is  a  new 
addition  to  this  group  of  highly 
qualified  professionals. 

The  biology  department  wel- 
comes a  new  faculty  member,  Dr. 
Shurina,  whose  field  of  specialty 
is  Biochemistry.  He  is  currently 
teaching  Biochemistry,  Meth- 
ods in  Research,  Clinical  Micro- 
biology for  Nursing,  and  will  be 
teaching  Molecular  biology  next 
year.

This  faculty  member  prefers 
researching  part  time  and  teach- 
ing full  time  as  opposed  to 
teaching  part  time  and  research- 
ing full  time.  Interaction  with 
students  is  a  priority  to  his 
teaching  style.  According  to  Dr. 
Shurina,  the  most  rewarding 
moment  in  teaching  is  when  a 
students  eyes  light  up  when  they 
realize  what  you  just  taught 
them.  He  also  states  that  there 
is  much  fulfillment  in  teaching.

Dr.  Nancy  Jones  has  been  a 
professor  at  La  Salle  for  the  past 
seven  years.  She  teaches  Gen- 
eral Chemistry  I  and  II,  Ad- 
vanced Inorganic  Chemistry,  and 
several  lab  sections  for  each  of 
these  courses.  Being  an  active 
part  of  the  La  Salle  community, 
Dr.  Jones  is  the  faculty  advisor 
of  the  Chymian  Society  and  sits 
on  several  of  the  universities 
boards. 

Dr.  Jones  interest  in  science 
began  at  the  high  school  level 
because  she  recognized  the  chal- 
lenge that  science  offers.  She 
graduated  from  Rochester  Uni- 
versity with  an  undergraduate 
degree  in  chemistry/biochemis- 
try and  went  to  graduate  school 
at  Northwestern  University.

As  an  associate  professor  of 
film,  Bill  Wine  has  been  with  the 
La  Salle  community  for  fifteen 
years.  He  has  also  taught  at 
Drexel  and  Temple,  and  joined 
La  Salle  in  1979. 

Wine  believes  the  most  diffi- 
cult part  of  teaching  film  is  giv- 
ing students  the  ability  to  view 
films  critically  while  still  main- 
taining a  certain  amount  of  awe 
for  the  film.  "In  general,  the 
more  you  know  about  film  and 
the  film-making  process,  the 
more  you  enjoy  it.  But  when  a 
student  is  watching  an  exciting 
scene  in  an  action  movie,  and  he 
is  commenting  on  the  special  ef- 
fects, he's  missing  part  of  the 
movie." 

Wine,  in  addition  to  his  teach- 
ing, has  been  a  professional  film 
critic  for  the  Channel  29  nightly 
news  for  four  years.  Wine  rails 
against  his  reputation  for  not 
liking  most  of  the  films  he  cri- 
tiques. In  an  effort  to  set  the  rec- 
ord straight.  Wine  has  charted 
the  results  of  all  the  films  he  has 
critiqued  for  TV  29  in  the  past 
four  years.  The  results  show  that 
he  has  disliked  only  about  half 
of  the  films  he  has  reviewed. 
Wine  can  nonetheless  explain 
why  people  believe  he  dislikes 
everything  he  watches.  "People 
remember  me  when  I'm  funny. 
If  I'm  praising  something,  that's 


serious.  There's  nothing  funny 
about  saying  that  a  movie  is  a 
good,  quality  film.  But  if  I'm 
criticizing  something,  then  I  can 
be  sarcastic,  I  can  be  funny." 

Wine  claims  that  he  is  not 
particular  to  any  one  genre  of 
film.  He  says,  "A  movie  critic  has 
to  like  every  genre.  Although,  if 
pushed,  I'd  say  I  do  really  like 
comedy.  But  I  can  enjoy  a  good 
film  in  any  genre." 

Wine  is  the  child  of  actors,  so 
he  was  exposed  to  the  world  of 
acting  at  a  young  age.  He  "got 
hooked"  in  movies  early,  at  times 
skipping  school  to  go  to  the 
movie  theater.  Today,  he  is  mar- 
ried and  has  two  daughters  but 
claims  he  still  enjoys  movies  the 
same  way  he  did  when  he  was  a 
child.  His  favorite  aspects  of  his 
work  are  getting  paid  for  watch- 
ing movies  and  the  potential  es- 
cape from  reality  that  each  mov- 
ie presents. 

Wine  advises  anyone  consid- 
ering a  career  as  a  film  critic  to 
learn  as  much  as  possible  about 
the  film-making  as  they  can,  and 
be  absolutely  sure  that  they  en- 
joy watching  a  lot  of  movies.  "I 
sometimes  watch  three  to  four 
films  a  week,  and  I  never  get 
tired  of  it.  Once  you  do,  you  can't 
be  a  film  critic  anymore."

Dr.  Richard  Mshomba  origi- 
nally came  to  La  Salle  as  an  un- 
dergraduate.

As  an  under- 
graduate, Dr.  Mshomba  was 
greatly  influenced  by  two  pro- 
fessors, Dr.  Geruson  of  the  Ec- 
onomics department  and  Dr. 
Sullivan  of  the  Philosophy  de- 
partment. He  graduated  Maxi- 
ma Cum  Laude  in  May  of  1985 


double  majoring  in  Economics 
and  Philosophy. 

With  the  advice  of  Dr.  Geru- 
son, Dr.  Mshomba  decided  to  go 
to  graduate  school.  He  attended 
the  University  of  Delaware 
where  he  received  his  Masters 
degree  in  economics.  In  his  sec- 
ond year  at  Delaware,  he  got  ex- 
perience teaching  as  a  teaching 
assistant.

The  importance  of  education 
is  a  rarely  disputed  topic  and 
most  people  recognize  education 
as  an  essential  aspect  in  the  de- 
velopment of  human  lives.  The 
influence  of  an  educator  often 
has  a  great  impact  on  their  stu- 
dents. Through  his  relationship 
with  the  Christian  Brothers, 
Brother  Colhocker  has  been  able 
to  testify  to  this  statement  as 
both  a  student  being  influenced 
and  a  teacher  influencing  oth- 
ers. 

Brother  Colhocker  attended  a 
Pittsburgh  high  school  staffed

Edu- 
cation is  important  to  Brother 
Colhocker  because  he  recognizes 
the  impact  it  has  on  others.  He 
said  that  although  it  may  seem 
selfish,  one  of  the  most  fulfilling 


Religion  in  Washington  at  St. 
John  College/High  School  and 
served  as  chair  of  their  English 
department.  After  that  he  was 
principal  at  Bishop  Walsh  high 
school  in  western  Maryland.  Six 
years  after  his  arrival  at  Bishop 
Walsh,  Brother  Colhocker  went 
on  sabbatical  and  gained  his 
master's  degree.  Following  that 
in  1974,  he  served  on  the  curric- 
ulum committee  at  St.  Gabriel's 
Hall  for  delinquent  boys.  The 
experience  at  St.  Gabriel's 
caused  Brother  Colhocker  to  be- 
come interested  in  teaching  on 
the  university  level  so  in  1979  he 
went  to  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania where  he  received  his 


Educational  Doctorate  and  since 
that  time  he  has  taught  at  La 
Salle.  While  at  La  Salle  he  has 
taught,  served  as  the  director  of 
secondary  education  and  for  the 
past  five  years  has  been  chair  of 
the  education  department.  In 
closing  comments  Brother  Col- 
hocker wished  to  add  that  over 
his  past  fifteen  years  at  La  Salle 
he  particularly  enjoys  working 
with  the  students  and  that  he 
views  education  as  "an  impor- 
tant key  to  liberating  people  to 
have  the  options  they  need  to 
pursue  freely."

Mrs.  Craig  is  an  educator 
whose  own  college  experience 
awakened  her  perceptions  of 
both  intellectualism  and  the  po- 
tential of  women.  At  the  age  of 
forty,  after  raising  a  daughter 
and  two  sons,  Mrs.  Craig  decid- 
ed to  pursue  the  academic  in- 
terests which  she  had  always 
harbored  —  she  enrolled  in  the 
newly-opened  Bucks  County 
Community  College.  This  initial 
exposure  to  the  college  experi- 
ence assured  Mrs.  Craig  that  she 


desired  to  further  expand  her 
academic  endeavors. 

Later,  Mrs.  Craig  transferred 
to  Trenton  State  College,  where 
she  attained  both  her  under- 
graduate and  master's  degrees. 
Upon  completing  a  teaching  as- 
sistantship  at  Trenton  State, 
Mrs.  Craig  commenced  her  ca- 
reer as  an  instructor  on  the  col- 
lege level.  Soon  thereafter,  she 
served  as  a  communication  con- 
sultant for  a  major  insurance 
corporation.  Yet  Mrs.  Craig's 
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desire  to  both  learn  and  teach 
pervaded  —  she  entered  a  doc- 
toral program  in  writing  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

This  new-found  college  expe- 
rience, which  awakened  Mrs. 
Craig's  desire  to  teach,  also  en- 
hanced her  appreciation  for  the 
potential  of  women.  She  notes 
that  the  course  content  chal- 
lenged her  to  discipline  her 
mind,  as  college  "encourages  all 
women  to  use  their  brains,  their 
skills  and  their  power." 

However,  the  decision  to  re- 
sume her  education  was  at  times 
difficult  for  Mrs.  Craig,  who  re- 
lied greatly  upon  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  her  hus- 


band and  three  children.  Recal- 
ling the  balance  between  family 
and  academic  responsibilities, 
Mrs.  Craig  asserts  that  her  col- 
lege years  invited  her  to  exam- 
ine an  entirely  new  world,  a 
world  which  both  criticized  and 
challenged  her  former  percep- 
tions. 

Yet  this  new  and  critical  world 
transformed  Mrs.  Craig's  desire 
to  teach  into  a  reality.  "If  you 
love  to  teach,"  she  reflects,  "it 
is  the  only  thing  which  satisfies 
you."  As  an  educator,  she  is  mo- 
tivated by  the  "vast  possibili- 
ties" of  each  of  her  pupils.  "The 
young  people  at  La  Salle  keep 
me  young,"  she  chuckles. 


Mrs.  Craig  first  taught  at  La 
Salle  thirteen  years  ago,  and  she 
comments  that  the  educational 
environment  then  was  indeed  a 
different  experience  then  that 
which  exists  today.  The  devel- 
opments of  both  the  Universi- 
ty's campus  and  curriculum  have 
greatly  impressed  Mrs.  Craig, 
who  credits  the  school's  solid  ac- 
ademic reputation  and  ethnic 
diversity.  Particularly,  Mrs. 
Craig  cites  the  Women's  Studies 
Program  as  significant  recogni- 
tion of  the  evolving  role  of  wom- 
en, both  sociologically  and  ed- 
ucationally. Mrs.  Craig  remains 
pleased  to  serve  as  a  member  of 
such  a  rapidly  growing  scholas- 
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tic  community. 

Indeed,  Mrs.  Craig  has  ex- 
tracted full  advantage  from  her 
college  experience,  as  she  con- 
tinues to  share  with  her  stu- 
dents those  lessons  from  which 
she  herself  learned.  She  identi- 
fies her  greatest  professional  ac- 
complishments as  the  "satisfac- 
tion from  [her]  students' 
achievements."

Teaching  a  foreign  language 
to  students  can  be  a  challenging 
task.

Mr.  Bertram  Strieb  has  been 
a  faculty  member  of  the  Geolo- 
gy/Physics Department  for 
about  thirty  years.  Mr.  Strieb 
explains  that  his  interest  in 
physics  began  early  in  his  life. 
His  father  was  both  a  physician 
and  mathematician  but  favored 
doing  mathematics.  Because  of 
his  father's  interest  in  mathe- 
matics his  dad  would  give  him 
math  puzzles  which  he  enjoyed 
solving.  Also,  as  a  child,  Mr. 
Strieb  spent  time  working  with 
his  chemistry  set.  In  the  twelfth 
grade  at  Central  High  School  he 
experienced  his  first  physics 
class  and  recalls:  "physics  was 
the  worst  course,  but  I  still  had 
interest  in  physics  despite  the 
fact  the  course  was  bad.  This  is 
how  I  knew  I  really  enjoy  phys- 
ics." 

Regarding  the  teaching  of  sci- 
ence and  math,  Mr.  Strieb  has 
concern.  He  feels  these  disci- 
plines are  often  taught  as  facts 
without  an  understanding  of  the 
deeper  realities.  He  offers  that 
this  pedagogical  approach  is 
troublesome  because  satisfac- 
tion comes  from  real  under- 
standing. Education  should  fo- 
cus towards  a  deeper  sense  of 
what  is  being  applied.  Mr.  Strieb 


asserts:  "Demanding  quality  is 
respect  for  a  person." 

As  a  professor,  Mr.  Strieb  has 
another  frustration.  He  believes 
there  is  a  break-down  of  com- 
munity life  which  causes  people 
to  reside  in  isolation.  Perhaps 
this  is  most  evident  in  the  atti- 
tudes of  political  indifference 
and  a  lack  of  enthusiasm  to  get 
involved.  He  cites  the  notion  of 
sticking  with  things  whole- 
heartedly as  foreign  and  feels  it 
comes  about  because  everything 
in  society  is  casual.  It  also  con- 
cerns him  that  students  aren't 
willing  to  take  chances  and  be- 
lieves playing  it  safe  is  crazy  in 
a  world  in  which  the  job-market 
is  so  tough.  You  have  to  do 
something  different  to  stand  out 
and  that  demands  risks. 

In  his  spare  time,  Mr.  Strieb 
reads,  listens  to  music  —  mostly 
classical  and  jazz,  works  to  im- 
prove education,  remains  polit- 
ically active,  and  cooks.  He 
watches  about  six  films  and  runs 
about  fifty  to  sixty  miles  per 
week.  Liking  the  outdoors,  he 
walks  to  La  Salle  from  his  home 
everyday  and  spends  some 
weekends  on  a  one-hundred  and 
fifty  year  old  farm  by  a  pond.

The  priority  of  a  college  ed- 
ucation has  only  increased  in  the 
late  20th  century,  as  competi- 
tion for  jobs  in  the  modern  world 
has  escalated.  However,  Dr. 
George  Stow  of  the  History  de- 
partment cautions  students  to 
avoid  the  modern  pragmatic  at- 
titude toward  education.  He 
feels  that  students  should  con- 
cern themselves  with  "not  solely 
content,  but  rather  adopting  an 
attitude  toward  life-long  learn- 
ing and  creative  thinking." 

Dr.  Stow  came  to  La  Salle  in 
1972  after  a  period  of  intensive 
study  and  academic  pursuit. 
These  included  his  Bachelor's 
degree  in  Classics  from  Lehigh 
University,  a  Master's  degree  in 
History  from  the  University  of 
Southern  California,  and  a  P.h.d. 
from  the  University  of  Illinois. 


In  addition,  he  was  given  the  op- 
portunity to  study  in  London,  at 
both  Oxford  and  Cambridge  on 
a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship. 
The  students  at  La  Salle  have 
impressed  Dr.  Stow  over  the 
years;  he  feels  that  most  have 
gone  "the  extra  mile."  This  re- 
spect for  La  Salle's  students  is 
also  seen  on  the  Hayman  Hall 
squash  courts.  "I  am  an  ardent 
student  of  the  game,"  he  says 
smiling,  "but  whereas  in  former 
years  I  was  usually  the  teacher, 
I  have  run  into  some  opponents 
recently  who  have  had  the  gall 
to  inflict  chastisements  upon 
me."  Through  his  interaction 
with  the  students  and  dedica- 
tion to  learning.  Dr.  Stow  has 
become  one  of  the  more  respect- 
ed figures  among  the  faculty.

This  is  an  important  and  signif- 
icant motto  that  is  often  stressed 
and  encouraged  at  La  Salle.  It  is 
also  an  ideal  exemplified  by  Dr. 
Sharon  Javie  and  the  Marketing 
Department. 

Dr.  Javie  currently  serves  as 
chair  of  the  Marketing  Depart- 
ment. So  far,  she  has  spent  ap- 
proximately ten  years  at  La  Salle 
and  she  plans  on  staying  a  great 
deal  longer.  Dr.  Javie  loves 
teaching  and  she  stresses  the  fact 
that  "individuals  matter"  in  her 
classes  as  well  as  within  the  scope 
of  the  university  as  a  whole. 

In  describing  the  Marketing 
department.

Under  this  program,  students 
have  the  opportunity  to  intern 
as  a  marketing  assistant  with  a 
variety  of  companies,  such  as 
IBM,  Merck  &  Company,  and 
the  Tasty  Baking  Company. 

As  for  the  future  of  the  Mar- 
keting Department  at  La  Salle, 
Dr.  Javie  envisions  a  movement 
towards  a  broad,  interdiscipli- 
nary approach.  She  also  wants 
to  focus  on  the  personal  and  pro- 
fessional development  of  both 
the  faculty  and  the  students. 

Thus,  Dr.  Sharon  Javie  and 
the  Marketing  Department  as  a 
whole  truly  encompass  the  idea, 
"Teaching  Comes  First."  They 
are  all  "team  players"  who  share 
in  the  common  goal  of  helping 
students  become  the  best  they 
can  be.

As  many  discover  in  college, 
the  field  of  humanities  is  very 
interdisciplinary;  history,  eng- 
lish,  philosophy,  and  the  arts 
often  interlock  to  provide  a 
clear  picture  of  human  culture.

The  list  includes  Habits  of  the 
Heart  (1985),  Reconstructing 
Public  Philosophy  (1982),  and 
The  Good  Society  (1991).  In 
balancing  his  responsibilities 
between  teaching  and  schol- 
arship, Dr.  Sullivan  has  devel- 
oped his  view  of  philosophy  as 
"an  extremely  exciting  chal- 
lenge," one  which  requires  a 
discipline  from  the  student.

Dr.  David  J.  Falcone  did  not 
begin  his  academic  career  in 
Psychology,  but  once  he  be- 
came acquainted  with  the  dis- 
cipline he  knew  he  found  his 
niche.

Dr.  Balchunis,  joined  the  La 
Salle  faculty  in  the  Fall  of  1991. 
A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Temple 
University,  she  received  her 
Ph.D.  in  1992  from  Temple.  At 
the  undergraduate  level,  she 
studied  Sociology,  but  soon 
discovered  that  her  true  inter- 
est was  in  Political  Socializa- 
tion. In  pursuing  this  interest, 
she  served  as  the  Executive  Di- 
rector at  the  Resource  Center 
for  Human  Services  and  in  the 
Mayor's  Office  as  the  Assistant 
to  the  Mayor. 

Dr.  Balchunis  originally  hails 
from  South  Philadelphia,  and 
identifies  herself  as  a  "Two 
Streeter".  She  remains  very 
close  to  her  family.  Her  family 
had  a  profound  impact  on  her 
career  in  that  they  taught  her 
a  "sense  of  responsibility  for 
voting  and  elections." 

As  a  professor.  Dr.  Balchunis 
teaches  many  of  the  courses 
that  deal  with  domestic  policy, 
her  efforts  are  to  be  seen  in  the 
sense  of  civil  responsibility  that 
her  students  acquire.  More 
than  anything,  she  hopes  that 
her  students  come  to  under- 
stand how  the  system  operates 
while  developing  a  level  of 
comfort  with  politics  that 
transfers  into  a  life  of  political 
activity.  She  hopes  that  her 


teaching  inspires  all  students, 
to  take  a  leading  role  in  the  po- 
litical process,  realizing  that 
politics  really  does  have  a  place 
in  every  walk  of  life. 

Her  vision  of  teaching  cen- 
ters on  the  notions  that  the 
"blending  of  ideas  and  view- 
points" as  well  as  teaching  stu- 
dents to  find  information  are 
the  hallmarks  of  a  good  edu- 
cation, of  "university."  Being 
the  moderator  for  the  College 
Democrats,  she  sees  part  of  her 
role  as  that  of  a  model  for 
young  people.  She  hopes  to  en- 
courage young  women  to  take 
up  political  careers.  This  char- 
acterizes her  teaching  in  that 
young  people  make  up  the  pri- 
mary reason  for  her  work.  Just 
like  her  hero  President  John  F. 
Kennedy,  she  sees  the  Peace 
Corps  and  Public  Service  in 
general  as  among  the  greatest 
contributions  that  persons  can 
make  to  their  society. 

As  one  of  the  newer  mem- 
bers of  the  La  Salle  faculty,  Dr. 
Balchunis  brings  energy  and 
perspective  to  our  community. 
Her  service  in  government 
lends  particular  weight  to  her 
teaching  and  her  service  to  the 
university  has  improved  the 
level  of  political  efficacy  on  this 
campus.

Dr.  Efroymson 
doesn't  find  much  time  for 
hobbies  but  in  the  free  time  he 
does  have  he  enjoys  reading, 
specifically  early  Christian  and 
Jewish  writings,  and  loves  clas- 
sical music.

As  a  mother  of  three  chil- 
dren and  a  full-time  professor  at 
our  university,  Professor  Mar- 
iscotti has  difficulty  making  time 
to  indulge  her  passions  of  im- 
provisational  dance  and  art. 
Professor  Mariscotti,  a  therapist 
also,  has  recently  become  inter- 
ested in  the  field  of  transper- 
sonal  psychology.  This  field,  rel- 
atively unheard  of  on  the  East 
coast,  explores  the  relationship 
between  spirituality  and  thera- 
py. Professor  Mariscotti  hopes 
to  bring  a  course  in  transperson- 
al  psychology  to  LaSalle. 

Extremely  dedicated  to  her 
students,  Dr.  Marsicotti  fosters 
an  "open  door  policy"  both  in- 


side and  outside  of  the  class- 
room. She  serves  as  advisor  for 
the  Student  Social  Work  Organ- 
ization and  is  part  of  the  com- 
mittee on  sexuality  and  sexual 
minorities. 

Dr.  Mariscotti  is  committed 
to  working  toward  better  com- 
munity relations  between  the 
university  and  the  surrounding 
neighborhood.  While  Dr.  Mar- 
iscotti commends  the  university 
for  its  "commitment  to  devel- 
oping a  community,"  she  also 
believes  that  "better  concerted 
efforts"  are  necessary  in  ad- 
dressing the  needs  of  the  sur- 
rounding neighborhood.  Dr. 
Mariscotti  remains  interested  in 
the  needs  of  the  whole  commu- 
nity, without  ignoring  the  needs 
of  the  individual.

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GREEK  LIFE 


The  rise  of  the  Greeks  in  the  ancient  world 
can  be  attributed  to  many  factors;  however,  the 
most  important  of  these  factors  came  from  the 
concept  of  arete,  translated  to  virtue  or  strength. 
The  Greeks  were  interested  in  the  achievement 
of  this  trait  in  all  factors  in  life;  through  this 
pursuit,  they  bettered  both  themselves  and  their 
society.  Much  in  the  same  way,  Greek  life  at  La 
Salle  is  about  the  pursuit  of  improvement  of 
character.  Each  fraternity  and  sorority  has  its 
own  values  which  its  members  are  required  to 
uphold  in  their  everyday  lives. 

There  are  other  aspects  to  Greek  life.  How- 
ever, the  most  important  of  these  is  friendship.

This  past  fall,  La  Salle  University 
President  Joseph  Burke  commented 
in  the  Collegian  that  "it  would  be  fair 
to  say  that  SIG  EP  has  set  the  stan- 
dard for  Fraternities  on  this  campus." 
On  August  5, 1993,  the  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon Fraternity  at  La  Salle  Univer- 
sity won  the  Buchanan  Cup  Out- 
standing Chapter  Award,  one  of  only 
ten  percent  of  chapters  nationally  to 
receive  this  award  for  chapters  that 
exemplify  the  concept  of  the  balanced 
man  in  leadership,  scholarship,  and 
athleticism.

Paul  Thibault,  Jr.,  who  died  in  an  automobile 
accident  on  Thanksgiving  Day  near  his  home  in 
Lancaster,  PA,  embodied  many  of  the  traits  that 
La  Salle  students  seek. 

Paul  was  a  natural  leader.  He  did  not  rely  on 
a  fast-talking,  haranguing  approach  to  influence 
people;  he  preferred  being  soft-spoken  and  di- 
rect. In  fact,  he  preferred  most  of  all  to  lead  by 
example.  Paul  did  what  he  thought  was  right, 
and  if  someone  disagreed,  he  was  not  offended, 
nor  was  he  cowed.  Paul  lived  his  life  with  the 
unruffled  certainty  that  there  was  a  right  and 
wrong,  and  he  was  going  to  do  what  was  right. 

So  it  was  that  he  was  one  of  the  Founding 
Fathers  of  La  Salle's  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter 
and  served  as  its  Vice-President  in  his  junior 
year.  So  it  was  also  that  he  worked  in  the  Ca- 
tering Department  and  rose  to  become  Student 
Supervisor. 

And  so  was  it  that  he  played  guitar  in  the 
hard-core  band  Stand  Up,  which  he  loved.  He 
wrote  much  of  the  music  for  their  songs,  whose 
message  was  to  stand  up  for  what  is  right.  One 
of  the  band's  slogans  was  "Rise  Above  Racism." 

One  of  Paul's  fellow  band  members,  Andy 
Breslin,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  died  in  the  same  crash.  The  oak 
tree  that  their  car  hit  quickly  became  a  veritable 
pilgrimage  site  for  their  fans.  And  among  the 
many  mementos  left  at  the  site,  there  are  carved 
into  the  tree  the  words  "Rise  Above."  A  fitting 
epitaph  for  this  remarkable  young  man.

takes  many  forms  and 
represents  many  interests 


Self  definition  is  one  of  the  biggest 
goals  of  all  human  beings.  This  type  of 
self-truth  can  often  only  be  found  in  tan- 
gible actions  and  behaviors.  Without 
doubt,  college  is  one  of  the  more  popular 
sources  of  self-definition  and  awakening. 
Upon  entering  college  life,  most  stu- 
dents have  been  involved  with  an  organ- 
ization of  some  type  and  on  some  level. 
The  experiences  had  dealing  with  such 
organizations  will  either  lead  us  away  or 
back  towards  the  very  busy  world  of  ex- 
tra curricular  involvement.  The  primary 
thing  to  remember  about  extra-curric- 
ulars  is  that  there  are  two  different  type 
of  individuals  who  seek  the  sometimes 
punishing  sphere  of  over-involvement. 
Despite  the  differences,  both  types  of  in- 
dividuals receive  the  same  invaluable 
benefit  of  self-direction  and  valuable 
leadership  skills. 

The  first  type  of  student  who  seeks 
involvement  above  and  beyond  the  call 
of  duty  is  a  person  requiring  multi-fac- 
eted experience  in  all  types  of  settings. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  diversity 
to  the  point  of  over-extension  often  to 
achieve  notoriety  and  acceptance  with 
others.  As  this  is  achieved  a  new  priority 
takes  hold.  Once  one  has  established 
him/herself  as  the  participatory  type 
their  stirs  a  natural  desire  to  assert  this 
status  in  a  more  active  role  —  that  of 
leadership  and  power.  This  individual 
has  plotted  out  a  Ufestyle  based  upon 
the  principles  of  rising  to  leadership  and 
continual  self-improvement.  Such  an  in- 
dividual would  see  no  difference  be- 


tween an  academic  activity  and  a  social 
activity.  The  possibility  to  grow  beyond 
initial  conditions  and  settings  drives  the 
individual  regardless  what  the  pursuit. 

In  contrast,  another  type  of  individual 
would  rather  take  a  less  exacting,  less 
precise  role  in  the  wake  of  responsibility 
and  leadership.  This  individual  may 
simply  require  the  involvement  that 
group  activities  bring.  Knowing  one's 
position  in  society,  knowing  one's  re- 
sponsibilities, no  fear  of  vulnerability 
accompanying  leadership  can  often  be  a 
very  comforting  position  to  be  in.  This 
individual  may  not  have  the  one  driving 
force  accompanying  the  former,  but  the 
ability  and  gifts  at  his/her  disposal  are 
often  more  noticeable.  The  compassion 
and  sensitivity  are  more  often  found  in 
individuals  who  can  stay  in  the  back- 
ground observing  and  consulting  other 
members  of  the  group  who  might  go 
astray.  The  stability  of  being  just  an- 
other member  of  a  crowd  is  often  very 
attractive  who  like  to  remain  out  of  the 
limelight. 

When  looking  at  these  two  together 
side  by  side  —  you  might  find  many 
complementary  features  rubbing  off  one 
another.  This  is  true  of  any  well  struc- 
tured organization.  Organization  through 
diversity  is  one  of  the  best  forms  of  so- 
cial checks  and  balances.  Student  life  at 
La  Salle  is  filled  with  examples  following 
this  model.  Organizations  with  many 
different  types  of  members  all  with  dif- 
ferent varying  interest  helps  to  keep  the 
life  and  vitality  of  any  campus.

Traditionally  when  one  speaks  of  col- 
lege or  university,  thoughts  of  scholar- 
ship and  study  come  to  mind.  This  might 
be  correct  or  it  may  not  be  so.  Depending

As  such,  little  or  no  regard  is 
placed  on  the  value  of  athleticism  nor  is 
their  any  understanding  as  to  why  col- 
lege athletics  are  so  heavily  prioritized 
by  the  administration  and  faculty  of  a 
school. 

Like  any  other  lifestyle,  athletes  seek 
self-expression  through  the  exhibition  of 
their  talents.  Countless  hours  are  spent 
refining  and  tuning  many  of  the  subtle- 
ties needed  to  master  one's  particular 
sport.  Like  academic  pursuits,  athletes 
have  chosen  to  devote  all  their  free  time 
in  the  hope  of  progressing  to  higher  and 
higher  levels  of  success  and  recognition. 
As  we  all  know,  very  few  of  these  ath- 
letes ever  obtain  the  fame  or  fortune 
normally  associated  with  success.  What 
makes  sport  so  important  in  the  world 
of  these  athletes  is  that  they  are  able  to 
apply  the  by-products  of  athletic  com- 
petition elsewhere.  When  the  realization 
hits  that  success  and  happiness  will  have 
to  be  achieved  in  other  venues,  these 
'athletes'  slowly  convert  themselves  into 
something  else  —  something  resembling 
the  non-student  athlete  types  previously 
mentioned.  What  lingers  on  inside  them

For  Speedy  Morris, 
1994  marked  perhaps 
his  most  disappointing 
of  seasons  as  a  head  bas- 
ketball coach.

Paul  Burke  and  Kareem 
Townes  would  have  to 
lead  this  team  into  mat- 
uration in  this  their  sec- 
ond year  in  the  MCC 
conference. 

Early  match-ups 
against  Princeton,  Illi- 
nois and  Yale  Universi- 
ty brought  the  quick 
start  the  team  was  look- 
ing for.

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Another  Wave  Of  Change  For  La  Salle  Athletics

T, 


his  was  going  to 
be  a  season  of  unknowns 
for  the  Midwestern  Col- 
legiate Conference. 
However,  the  announce- 
ment on  Thursday  De- 
cember 9  of  the  expan- 
sion by  the  MCC  to  six 
Midwestern  schools  left 
all  fans  of  La  Salle  Bas- 
ketball in  a  state  of 
amazement  and  bewil- 
derment. Significant  for 
its  symbolism  and  sub- 
stance or  lack  of,  La 
Salle  was  placed  once 
again  into  the  position 
of  exploring  other  con- 
ference options.  Few 
things  matter  more  to  a 
College's  Athletic  pro- 
gram than  its  member- 
ship in  a  Conference. 
Simply  put,  a  Confer- 
ence is  a  neighborhood 
of  schools  which  share 
common  academic  and 
athletic  philosophies. 

La  Salle's  Athletic  Di- 
rector Bob  Mullen  in- 
terviewed during  the 
half-time  of  the  Decem- 
ber 10,  La  Salle-James 
Madison  game  on  1210 
WOOL  said,  "We 
thought  we  would  get 
one  or  two  schools  but 
now  we  have  six."  With 
the  addition  of  Illinois- 
Chicago,  Cleveland 
State,  Wright  State, 
Northern  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin-Milwaukee and 
Wisconsin-Green  Bay 
the  MCC  has  provided 
much  needed  stability 
but  has  not  answered  La 
Salle's  needs  for  a  once- 
promised  Eastern  Divi- 
sion. 

Faced  with  the  un- 
pleasurable  experience 
of  participating  in  the 
Metro  Atlantic  Athletic 
Conference,  (M.A.A.C.) 
where  away  crowds  and 
gyms  are  difficult  to  dis- 
tinguish between  High 
School  and  College, 
league  games  against 
Niagara,  lona,  Canisius, 
and  the  possibility  of  a 


league  game  on  Nation- 
al TV  as  remote  as  ABC 
scheduling  the  Tampa 
Bay  Buccaneers  on 
Monday  Night  Football, 
School  officials  resolved 
La  Salle's  unhappiness 
with  the  M.A.A.C.  and 
chose  the  Midwestern 
Collegiate  Conference, 
which  in  the  mid  1980's 
and  early  1990's  was 
ranked  consistently 
among  the  nation's  top 
10  conferences  in  many 
areas  including  noncon- 
ference  record,  strength 
of  schedule,  regular-sea- 
son attendance,  confer- 
ence tournament  atten- 
dance and  NCAA  Tour- 
nament success.  With 
the  ingredients  of  Notre 
Dame,  Xavier  of  Ohio, 
Dayton,  Evansville,  Du- 
quesne,  Butler,  Detroit 
Mercy,  Loyola  of  Chi- 
cago, the  promise  by 
MCC  officials  to  recruit 
the  likes  of  Fordham 
and  George  Washington 
and  the  pledge  to  ren- 
ame the  conference,  the 
opportunity  to  take  part 
in  the  next  super  con- 
ference couldn't  be  re- 
sisted. 

Since  La  Salle  joined 
the  MCC  on  December 
19,  1991  along  with  Du- 
quesne  with  the  promise 
of  an  Eastern  Division, 
the  Conference  has  been 
slowly  unraveling.  For  a 
double  surprise  the 
MCC  lost  two  of  its 
prime  players:  Dayton, 
who  bolted  for  the  rich- 
es of  the  Great  Midwest, 
and  Duquesne,  which 
returned  to  the  Atlantic 
Ten.  Little  did  La  Salle 
know,  that  these  two 
schools  would  have  as 
much  repugnance  for 
the  MCC  as  Villanova 
has  for  the  Big  5.  In  ad- 
dition, Evansville  is 
leaving  the  MCC  after 
this  season  to  join  the 
Missouri  Valley  Confer- 
ence, leaving  the  MCC 
with  only  five  teams  and 
no  other  alternative  but 


to  expand  or  face  ex- 
tinction. 

With  the  Dec  9  an- 
nouncement the  MCC 
will  have  11  teams  for 
men's  basketball  and  12 
teams  for  all  other  sports 
with  the  addition  of 
Notre  Dame,  who  is  not 
a  member  of  the  MCC 
in  basketball,  beginning 
in  the  fall  of  1994.  La 
Salle  will  be  in  the  East- 
ern Division  with  Xav- 
ier, Cleveland  State, 
Wright  State  and  De- 
troit Mercy.  The  West- 
ern Division  will  consist 
of  Illinois-Chicago, 
Northern  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin-Green Bay,  Wis- 
consin-Milwaukee, But- 
ler and  Loyola  (111.)  La 
Salle  will  play  each  team 
in  its  division  twice  and 
will  play  the  teams  in 
the  other  division  once 
for  a  total  of  14  confer- 
ence games.  Unlike  this 
season,  where  there  is  no 
automatic  bid  for  the 
tournament  winner,  the 
1995  MCC  tournament 
winner  will  get  an  au- 
tomatic bid  to  the 
NCAA  Tournament. 

The  MCC  has  become 
in  baseball  parlance  "the 
Big  Ten's  class  A  affili- 
ate" not  to  mention  the 
lack  of  academic  quali- 
fications for  these 
schools.  Joe  Juliano,  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer 
sports  writer  who  covers 
La  Salle,  stated  on 
WOGL  1210,  "that  the 
new  addition  to  the 
MCC  will  spur  no  ad- 
ditional interest  locally 
as  far  as  developing  ri- 
valries is  concerned."  All 
six  new  members  are 
state-supported  univer- 
sities, which  is  a  depar- 
ture from  the  MCC's 
current  membership, 
which  are  comprised  of 
private  universities. 
MCC  Commissioner 
Jonathan  Lecrone  said, 
"During  our  self-exam- 
ination, we  determined 
that  there  are  more  sim- 


ilarities then  dissimilar- 
ities between  our  cur- 
rent members  and  new 
members  we  welcome 
today."  "Those  similar- 
ities include  geographic 
location,  athletic  budg- 
ets, staff  sixes,  sports  of- 
fered and  athletic  goals. 
There  is  a  natural  fit  be- 
tween these  institu- 
tions." 

Upon  a  closer  exami- 
nation of  the  necessities 
that  bind  a  conference 
together,  there  emerges 
a  contradiction  in  both 
La  Salle's  academic  and 
athletic  philosophy  and 
that  of  the  new  MCC. 
The  six  new  schools 
presently  call  the  Mid 
Continent  Conference, 
which  will  lose  six  of  its 
ten  members  next  year, 
its  home.  The  1993-94 
Dick  Vitale's  College 
Basketball  review  ranks 
the  Mid-Continent  Con- 
ference 27  out  of  32, 
while  the  present  MCC 
is  ranked  12  out  of  32. 
Academically  the  num- 
bers are  even  more  com- 
pelling. The  1993  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report 
College  Guide  states 
that  Cleveland  State's 
average  SAT  score  is  830 
while  Wright  State's  is 
864.  Hardly  the  caliber 
of  schools  that  La  Salle 
should  wish  to  associate 
with. 

All  signs  point  to  La 
Salle  leaving  and  mov- 
ing somewhere  else  in 
1995,  with  one  minor  ex- 
ception; where  do  we  go? 
It  is  no  secret  that  at  the 
top  of  La  Salle's  list  is 
the  Atlantic  Ten  Con- 
ference. Presently  the 
key  appears  to  be 
whether  the  Big  East 
conference  will  expand 
and  include  its  football 
only  schools  —  Temple, 
Rutgers,  West  Virginia 
and  Virginia  Tech  in  an 
all  sports  conference.  If 
they  leave,  the  A-10 
probably  will  invite  La 
Salle  and  Xavier  to  join. 


However  certain  factors 
suggest  that  this  possi- 
bility is  a  long  shot  at 
best,  with  the  inability 
to  predict  when  an 
opening  will  come.  The 
Big  East  is  divided  on 
whether  to  accept  four 
new  football  schools  and 
lose  its  focus  as  primar- 
ily a  basketball  confer- 
ence. Secondly,  Temple 
and  the  Atlantic  Ten  are 
at  their  peak  in  strength, 
TV  exposure  and  re- 
spect. In  addition,  At- 
lantic Ten  officials  will 
lobby  forcefully  to 
maintain  its  current 
membership  and  domi- 
nance over  the  Big  East, 
which  they  have  long 
sought.  Moreover,  is  it 
wise  for  La  Salle  to  be 
dictated  a  situation? 
Wouldn't  we  rather  do 
the  dictating? 

Officials  down  in  the 
Colonial  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation (CAA)  are  anx- 
iously awaiting  the  call 
from  La  Salle  to  join. 
Comprised  of  Old  Do- 
minion, James  Madi- 
son, Richmond,  William 
&  Mary,  American, 
George  Mason,  N.C. 
Wilmington  and  East 
Carolina,  the  conference 
is  currently  ranked  16 
out  of  33  in  the  power 
rankings.  Strong  both 
academically  and  ath- 
letically. La  Salle  would 
proudly  associate  itself 
with  a  conference  with 
average  SAT  scores  of 
1215  at  William  &  Mary, 
1195  at  Richmond,  1133 
at  American  and  an 
overall  average  of  1061. 
Additionally,  former  La 
Salle  Basketball  coach 
Paul  Westhead  (1970- 
1979)  is  a  first  year 
coach  at  George  Mason. 
At  James  Madison,  is 
Lefty  Driesell,  4th  on 
the  all-time  list  for  most 
wins  by  a  Division  I 
coach.

Four  years  ago,  we  stepped  upon  a 
bridge.  Uncertain  about  what  challeng- 
es awaited  us  at  La  Salle,  we  com- 
menced the  arduous  venture  from  ado- 
lescence to  adulthood.  We  entered  our 
college  environment  unaware  of  the 
changes  and  expectations  which  would 
enhance  our  inevitable  growth  as  indi- 
viduals. Regardless,  we  now  confront 
the  cumulation  of  our  journey  together. 
Now,  both  confidence  and  apprehension 
greet  our  class  as  we  face  the  moment 
at  which  our  paths  will  divide. 

As  lonely  and  apprehensive  fresh- 
men, we  joined  the  La  Salle  community 
searching  for  personal  identity,  yet 
struggling  for  social  acceptance  and  ac- 
ademic success.  Soon,  we  recognized 
others  coping  with  the  same  transition 
and,  as  comrades,  we  shared  our  expe- 
riences and  insights  with  each  other. 
We  began  a  journey  which  would  teach 
us  far  more  than  that  which  any  text- 
book could  possibly  contain  —  we  learn- 
ed to  value  people  and  their  diversities, 
while  appreciating  the  bonds  which 
common  growth  fosters. 

Indeed,  such  an  interpersonal  jour- 
ney was  not  always  easy  .  .  .  oftentimes, 
we  found  ourselves  coerced  to  choose 
between  self-ideals  and  common  loyal- 
ty. At  other  times,  we  disregarded  our 
own  needs  and  stopped  to  wait  for  and 
encourage  our  companions  along  the 
walkway.  Nonetheless,  each  decision, 
each  adventure  and  each  challenge 
served  to  strengthen  our  development 
as  caring,  giving  individuals.  Together, 
as  a  class,  we  helped  each  other  along 
the  difficult  quest  for  self-identification 
and  academic  success,  learning  perhaps 
the  greatest  lesson  possible:  the  impor- 
tance with  which  friendship  and  com- 
panionship must  be  regarded. 

Throughout  the  duration  of  our  col- 
lege studies,  La  Salle  has  served  as  the 
foundation  upon  which  we  accepted  in- 
tellectual and  personal  maturity.  A  lib- 
eral arts  environment,  our  college  cam- 
pus has  provided  us  a  common  ground 
upon  which  our  sociological  and  aca- 
demic perspectives  have  been  en- 
hanced. We  have  been  encouraged  to  re- 
spect our  world  and  its  diversity  with- 
out prejudice.  In  accepting  this  chal- 
lenge, and  in  completing  our  journey  as 
La  Salle  students,  we  have  learned  to 
appreciate  the  lessons  apparent 
throughout  all  walks  and  ways  of  living. 
This  very  initial  step  —  this  exploration 
of  the  demands  and  the  meaning  of  a 
liberal  arts  education  —  has  bridged 
the  distance  between  the  closed  and  the 
liberated  mind.  This,  too,  is  the  identi- 
fication of  a  balanced  adult,  of  an  indi- 
vidual prepared  to  face  the  challenges 
evident  throughout  all  phases  of  life. 

Certainly,  the  La  Salle  journey  was 
not  an  easy  venture.  Many  times,  we 
may  have  desired  to  cease  the  walk  and 
concede  to  the  pressures  and  expecta- 
tions of  a  seemingly  cold  and  hostile  so- 
ciety. Yet,  due  to  inner-confidence  and 
to  the  support  of  our  institution,  our 
families  and  our  companions  along  this 
educational  adventure,  we  struggled 
onward,  pausing  only  to  assist  those  in 
need,  yet  never  sacrificing  our  ideals. 
And  now,  as  we  reflect  one  final  mo- 
.  ment  before  departing  that  walkway 
which  has  guided  our  development  as 
intellectual  and  social  persons,  we  fully 
realize  all  those  individuals  to  whom  we 
owe  heartfelt  gratitude.

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THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 

Despite  warfare  and  disaster 
Humans  prove  progress, 

promise 

1993  in  retrospect . . . 


A  characteristic  of  successful  people 
is  the  capacity  to  look  back  upon  the 
progress  of  history  and  to  distinguish  the 
lessons  from  which  humankind  has 
learned.  Indeed,  the  greatest  sense  of  di- 
rection for  the  future  is  an  understand- 
ing of  the  calamities  and  triumphs  of  the 
past.  It  is  with  an  understanding  of  the 
workings  of  history  that  one  is  most 
equipped  to  handle  the  dilemmas  of  the 
future. 

In  this  respect,  the  events  of  1993  may 
be  reflected  upon  as  more  than  merely 
tales  of  success  or  sadness.  Rather,  these 
circumstances  serve  as  potential  sources 
from  which  we  might  derive  perspective 
and  inspiration. 

When  looking  back  upon  these  occur- 
rences, one  might  conjure  images  of  pro- 
gression, catastrophe,  civil  unrest  or  spe- 
cific personalities.  It  is  difficult  to  per- 
ceive how  precisely  every  individual  and 
event  has  contributed  to  the  evolution 
of  human  self-understanding.  Every  cir- 
cumstance, every  leader,  every  victim, 
every  outcome  is  in  some  way  a  repre- 
sentation of  how  the  thoughts  and  ac- 
tions of  human  beings  have  progressed 
(or  how  little  they  have  advanced)  over 
time. 

Every  demonstration  of  intolerance, 
every  declaration  of  political  promise, 
every  third  world  nation's  plea  for  pro- 
tection and  nourishment  is  a  reflection 
of  the  era  in  which  one  lives.  The  age  of 
one's  youth  soon  becomes  an  historical 
era  from  which  the  next  generation  ex- 
tracts lessons  about  life  and  living. 

Undoubtedly,  1993  proved  an  intrigu- 
ing year. 

Perhaps  the  pivotal  representation  of 
the  Democratic  struggle  to  maintain  in- 
ternational tranquility  was  realized  at 
the  signing  of  a  surprising  treaty  in  Sep- 
tember. Israel  leader  Rabin  and  the  Pa- 
lestine Liberation  Organization's  Arafat 
agreed  to  recognize  measures  guarantee- 
ing peaceful  living.  Even  more  shocking, 
however,  was  the  hesitant  yet  firm  grasp 
of  hands  which  moved  the  White  House 
audience  to  applause. 


Yet  internal  disorder  also  plagued 
millions  throughout  Somalia  and  East- 
ern Europe  in  1993.  As  civil  factions  re- 
sulted in  political  frenzy,  families  and 
properties  were  virtually  destroyed. 

The  barbaric  Bosnian  wars  cast  atten- 
tion upon  the  living  conditions  of  the 
nation's  inhabitants.  Sarajevo,  under 
siege  by  the  Serbs  and  Maglaj,  a  town 
occupied  by  the  Croats,  were  havens  for 
depression,  poverty  and  loss  of  pride. 

In  Somalia,  the  power  struggle  be- 
tween Aidid  and  Ali  Mahdi,  two  former 
allies,  led  to  the  casualties  of  innocent 
citizens  and  to  international  disgrace. 
Plans  to  attack  U.N.  peacekeepers  gar- 
nered a  global  disgust  for  Aidid  and  his 
mission. 

Likewise,  an  attempted  coup  in  Rus- 
sia plunged  this  former  political  super- 
power's respectability.  Even  after  Yelt- 
sin's followers  restored  order,  the  Rus- 
sian stronghold  had  become  irreversibly 
tarnished.  The  United  States  arose  as  an 
institution  of  control  and  influence  as 
the  rebelling  coup  disseminated. 

Even  nature  imposed  her  wrath  upon 
the  morale  of  the  American  people 
throughout  1992.  Heavy  rains  flooded  the 
Midwest,  drowning  the  properties  and 
beloved  possessions  of  thousands,  as  well 
as  claiming  the  lives  of  several  victims. 

Yet  other  than  natural  catastrophes, 
civil  unrest  or  political  expertise,  indi- 
viduals —  their  ideals,  their  intrigue  or 
their  mishaps  —  succeeded  in  dominat- 
ing the  American  agenda.  Persons  such 
as  Michael  Jackson,  Tonya  Harding, 
Rush  Limbaugh,  Hillary  Rodham  Clin- 
ton and  Pope  John  Paul  II  served,  when 
prioritized  by  the  American  media,  as 
representative  of  the  vast  mindframes 
and  concerns  of  a  final  generation  of 
twentieth-century  inhabitants. 

In  retrospect,  a  glance  back  upon  some 
of  the  circumstances  which  dictated  the 
intellectual,  social  and  political  focus  of 
individuals  throughout  1993  offers  in- 
terest, intrigue  and  perhaps  a  lesson  or 
two  to  be  saved  and  applied  later  in  life. 

L.C.S. 
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A  confident  President  signs  the  long-campaigned 
North  American  Free  Trade  Agreement  on  De- 
cember 8. 

Raging  waters  flooded  midwestern  states  and 
ravaged  the  security  of  the  American  heartland 
during  the  summer  of  1993. 

Civil  unrest  continued  to  consume  the  lives  of 
thousands  in  both  Bosnia  and  Somalia  through- 
out 1993.

Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  addresses  scores  of  reporters  concerning  her 
ideas  to  strengthen  the  nation's  health  care  system. 
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An  unexpected  yet  much  celebrated  peacemaking 
amazed  a  crowd  of  spectators  gathered  upon  the 
White  House  lawn  on  Monday,  September  13. 
Two  former  political  adversaries,  Yassar  Arafat  and  Yit- 
zhak Rabin,  clasped  hands  in  representation  of  their 
newly-recognized  treaty.  Arafat's  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization  and  Rabin's  Israel  signed  an  agreement 
which  was  once  deemed  unimaginable.  The  PLO  pledged 
to  grant  peace  to  the  Israelites;  in  turn,  Israel  promised 
to  respect  the  Palestinian  identification  with  the  PLO. 

President  Clinton,  who  encouraged  the  historic  hand- 
shake, commented  upon  the  event  as  a,  "great  occasion 
of  history  and  hope." 

First  Lady  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  trailblazed  the 
President's  1993  Health  Care  Reform  mission.  Appear- 
ing before  Congress,  Mrs.  Clinton  implored  represen- 
tatives to  cooperate  with  the  administration  in  an  effort 
to  revitalize  the  health  care  program. 

Representative  Pete  Stark,  a  California  Democrat,  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  extend  Medicare  coverage  to  all 
Americans.  Alluding  to  his  own  mother's  worries  about 
the  Clinton's  reform  notions,  Stark's  comments  reflected 
many  of  the  concerns  which  have  preoccupied  citizens 


across  the  nation.  Mrs.  Clinton,  chair  of  the  White  House 
task  force  on  health  care  reform,  recognized  Stark's  mes- 
sage and  noted,  "I  have  a  mother,  too,  so  if  we  don't 
pass  the  mother  test,  we're  all  in  trouble." 

Surrounded  by  forklifts  exhumerating  thousands  of 
tedious  governmental  regulations,  President  Clinton  and 
Vice  President  Al  Gore  initiated  ideas  to  renovate  and 
redesign  the  federal  bureaucracy. 

On  September  7,  the  President  presented  a  notion  to 
cut  federal  expenditures  by  $108  billion  before  the  close 
of  the  twentieth  century.  These  efforts,  according  to 
Clinton,  are,  "...  an  American  imperative." 

Governmental  reforms  in  question  would  eliminate 
approximately  252,000  federal  jobs.  Employees  would  be 
relieved  of  their  duties  through  attribution,  buyouts,  ear- 
ly retirement  and  even  private  sector  job  training. 

Despite  objection  from  federal  employees  and  several 
legislators,  Clinton  and  Gore  hope  to  apply  their  revi- 
talizations  tactics  within  the  upcoming  eight  years.  Such 
proposals  are  outlined  in  the  administration's  report  en- 
titled, From  Red  Tape  to  Results:  Creating  a  Govern- 
ment That  Works  Better  and  Costs  Less.

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Disaster  plagued  the  nation 
throughout  1993  and  the  winter  of 
1994.  Natural  catastrophes  caused 
the  sudden  deaths  of  thousands  of  Amer- 
icans. 

Nature  imposed  her  wrath  upon  the 
country  through  earthquake  and  flood,  fire 
and  ice.  Virtually  every  sector  of  the  Amer- 
ican mainland  plunged  into  economic  and 
emotional  turmoil  when  facing  the  after- 
math of  disasters  which  costs  citizens  their 
homes  and  their  confidence. 

This  past  summer,  the  worst  floods  in 
American  history  ravished  the  Midwest, 
capturing  the  attention  and  concern  of 
families  throughout  the  nation.  Unusually 
heavy  snowfalls  and  rapid  spring  meltings 
were  merely  compounded  by  the  immense 
rainfalls  which  swelled  the  area.  By  the  end 
of  July,  for  example,  Des  Moines  alone 
logged  more  than  32  inches  of  accumula- 
tion. 

The  casualties  affected  not  only  the  fam- 
ilies left  homeless,  but  thousands  of  inves- 
tors and  consumers  across  the  United 


States.  Farm  produce  soared  and  insurers 
lost  millions  in  compensation  payouts. 

Throughout  the  fall,  twenty-six  fires 
swept  the  Southern  Californian  coastline, 
leaving  four  people  dead  and  causing  over 
one  billion  dollars  in  damages. 

These  wildfires  destroyed  1,150  homes, 
ravished  200,000  acres  of  land  and  injured 
hundreds  of  people.  According  to  author- 
ities, nineteen  of  these  fires  may  have  been 
instigated  by  arsonists. 

On  Monday,  January  17,  sixty-one  lives 
were  lost  to  an  earthquake  which  registered 
6.6  on  the  Richter  scale.  Crippled  trans- 
portation, a  severed  water  supply  and  a  loss 
of  power  hindered  thousands  of  Califor- 
nians. 

Along  the  eastern  seaboard,  bitter  cold 
stunned  the  daily  routines  of  thousands. 
Arctic  air  with  v/ind  chills  measured  74  de- 
grees below  zero  during  the  onset  of  a  bliz- 
zard which  dumped  enough  snow  to  impair 
several  states.  At  least  92  persons  lost  their 
lives  to  this  ravaging  storm.

Ginsburg,  who  became  the  107th  Supreme  Court 
justice,  joined  Sandra  Day  O'Connor,  a  justice  since 
1981. 

Ginsburg  won  several  landmark  Supreme  Court 
cases  as  a  lawyer  for  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Un- 
ion Women's  Rights  Project  in  the  1970s.  She  was  the 
prime  architect  of  the  legal  argument,  revolutionary 
at  the  time,  that  women  possess  intrinsic  rights  equal 
to  those  of  men.  Ginsburg  asserted  that  the  Consti- 
tution mandates  the  equal  treatment  of  all  citizens, 
both  men  and  women. 

Ginsburg  was  the  President's  first  nominee  to  the 
Court,  and  she  was  overwhelmingly  approved  by  the 

Senate.

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The  civil  war  in  what  was  once 
Yugoslavia  moved  through  its 
second  year  at  terrible  human 
cost:  200,000  people  were  killed  or  miss- 
ing, including  ten  United  Nations  relief 
workers  who  had  died  by  October.  The 
eighteen-month-old  civil  war  began  in 

1992  when  Serbs  rebelled  over  a  vote  by 
the  republic's  Muslims  and  Croats  to  se- 
cede from  Serb-dominated  Yugoslavia 
and  form  two  separate  governments. 

Russia,  one  of  the  world's  great  pow- 
ers, experienced  political  upheaval  in 

1993  which  resembled  the  crumbling  of 
a  less  influential  and  domineering  na- 
tion. 

When  President  Boris  Yeltsin  dis- 
banded the  legislature  on  September  21, 
many  of  its  hard-liners  barricaded  them- 
selves inside  the  parliament  building  in 
Moscow.  Vice  President  Alexander  Rut- 
skoi  and  associates  tried  to  wrest  power 
from  Yeltsin  in  an  attempted  coup. 

Uncontrolled  fires  quenched  the  par- 
liament building  and  stunned  the  world. 
When  the  smoke  cleared  the  rebellion 
had  been  crushed,  and  its  leaders  —  in- 
cluding Speaker  Ruslan  Khasbulatov 
and  former  Security  Minister  Viktor 
Barannikov  —  were  jailed. 

The  intolerable  treatment  of  an  Amer- 
ican serviceman  in  Somalia  prompted  the 


disgust  of  nations  across  the  globe.  Pho- 
tographs of  the  abuse  symbolized  the 
difficulty  with  which  the  United  Nations 
had  coped  when  assisting  a  country  that 
had  descended  into  feudalism. 

Mogadishu  was  a  divided  city,  with  the 
northern  sector  held  by  warlord  Ali 
Mahdi  Mohamed,  and  the  south  de- 
tained by  rival  Mohamed  Farah  Aidid. 
Their  ensuing  contest  for  control  led  to 
a  full-scale  war  over  Mogadishu  which 
resulted  in  the  deaths  of  over  350,000  to 
both  conflict  and  famine. 

Shiek  Omar  Abdel-Rahman  was 
charged  on  August  25  with  commanding 
a  "war  of  urban  terrorism"  in  New  York 
City. 

An  indictment  charged  Abdel-Rah- 
man with  masterminding  a  plot  to  blow 
up  the  World  Trade  Center  —  which  had 
been  bombed  on  February  26  —  as  well 
as  numerous  other  targets  in  New  York 
that  never  were  hit,  including  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  building  and  the  Lincoln 
Tunnel. 

The  blind  cleric,  in  exile  from  his  na- 
tive Egypt,  denounced  the  bombing  and 
denied  involvement  in  the  alleged  con- 
spiracies. Yet  later,  he  surrendered  fol- 
lowing a  tense  standoff  outside  a  Brook- 
lyn mosque.

A  Year  Of 
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One  of  the  biggest  stories  of  the 
1993-1994  basketball  season  oc- 
curred before  the  first  pre-sea- 
son  exhibition  game  —  Michael  Jordan, 
the  world's  best  basketball  player  and 
one  of  its  most  famous  athletes,  an- 
nounced his  retirement. 

Jordan's  retirement  came  after  he  had 
led  the  Chicago  Bulls  to  three  straight 
National  Basketball  Association  cham- 
pionships, the  most  recent  a  victory  over 
the  Phoenix  Suns  in  the  1993  finals. 

His  departure,  which  Jordan  an- 
nounced at  a  news  conference  on  Octo- 
ber 6,  1993,  stripped  the  league  of  its 
most  recognizable  name  robbed  it  of  a 
breathtaking  acrobat  who  led  the  NBA 
in  scoring  the  last  seven  years. 

"The  thrill  is  gone.  I've  done  it  all. 
There's  nothing  left  for  me  to  do,"  Jor- 
dan told  a  reporter  the  night  before  his 
formal  announcement. 

Jordan  said  his  desire  to  retire  at  the 
age  of  30  was  not  prompted  by  his  fath- 
er's murder  during  the  summer;  in  fact, 
he  said,  father  and  son  had  already  dis- 
cussed it. 

Nancy  Kerrigan,  the  22-year-old  U.S. 
figure  skater  who  was  among  the  gold 


medal  favorites  at  the  1994  Winter 
Olympics,  was  attacked  after  practice  on 
January  6,  by  a  man  who  hit  her  on  the 
right  leg  with  a  club  or  metal  bar. 

The  blow  severely  bruised  her  knee 
and  quadriceps  tendon,  an  injury  which 
could  have  impeded  her  jumping  and 
landing  ability. 

Within  days,  an  anonymous  hone  call 
to  authorities  pointed  to  Kerrigan's  ri- 
val, Tonya  Harding,  and  a  few  of  her 
entourage. 

Harding's  ex-husband,  Jeff  Gillooly, 
her  bodyguard  Shawn  Eckardt,  and  two 
hired  men  were  arrested. 

The  U.S.  Figure  Skating  Association 
formed  a  panel  to  investigate  Harding's 
involvement  and  to  decide  upon  her  el- 
igibility to  compete  in  the  Olympic 
Games. 

The  Dallas  Cowboys  enjoyed  their 
second  consecutive  Superbowl  victory  on 
January  30,  1994.  Emmitt  Smith,  the 
game's  MVP,  led  the  way  for  Dallas, 
rushing  for  132  yards  and  scoring  two 
touchdowns. 

The  Buffalo  Bills  suffered  their  fourth 
missed  championship  this  season.

Aiken,  who  competed  with  forty-nine 
other  scholarship  contestants  for  the  ti- 
tle on  September  18,  referred  to  the  at- 
tention as,  "...  very  overwhelming  for 
me." 

Aiken  stated  that  she  would  enjoy 
sporting  the  rhinestone  crown,  much  un- 
like her  predecessor  Leanza  Cornett. 
Upon  accepting  the  distinction,  Aiken 
announced  her  goals  for  assisting  the  na- 
tion's homeless. 

"My  main  goal  is  to  get  homeless  peo- 
ple off  the  streets  and  get  people  who 
may  become  homeless  not  to  be  in  that 
situation,"  she  commented.  "I'd  like  to 
make  the  greatest  difference." 

Aiken  is  founder  and  president  of  the 
Homeless  Education  and  Resource  Or- 
ganization in  her  hometown,  Columbia, 
South  Carolina.  Although  her  uncle  was 
once  homeless,  Aikens  denies  this  as  the 
source  of  her  interest  in  the  issue. 

Aiken  studied  last  year  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  and  enrolled 
this  year  at  the  University  of  South  Car- 
olina.

Journalists  captured  Rabin  and  Ara- 
fat's historic  handshake,  and  newspa- 
pers nationwide  flaunted  a  photograph 
of  a  confident  American  President  guid- 
ing two  political  adversaries  to  reason- 
ability. 

A  world  watched  in  horror  as  news- 
casts aired  the  burning  of  the  once  state- 
ly parliament  building  in  Moscow. 

Upon  viewing  coverage  of  the  great 
floods  in  the  Midwest,  a  pouring  of 
heartfelt  concerns  and  donations  were 
effected.  American  altruism  heightened 
as  persons  endeavored  to  assist  those 
whose  capitalistic  dreams  and  self-se- 
curities were  shattered  by  natural  dis- 


aster. 

When  media  reported  the  possible  in- 
volvement of  an  arson  in  the  Californian 
wildfires,  American  dismay  surpassed 
national  disgust. 

Regardless  of  the  circumstance,  the 
technology  and  personality  of  the  pres- 
ent-day media  have  succeeded  in  im- 
posing a  greater,  more  poignant  influ- 
ence upon  the  hearts  and  the  minds  of 
Americans. 

Now,  as  one  looks  toward  the  future, 
he  or  she  inevitably  confronts  a  conflict 
of  personal  philosophy  and  standardized 
thinking.  Are  the  values  of  the  American 
media  the  focus  with  which  one  should 
determine  a  personal  judgment? 

A  glance  back  in  time  will,  as  the  tech- 
nologies of  the  future  advance,  reflect 
the  long-range  results  of  the  media's 
agenda-setting  method.  The  historical 
occurrences  from  which  one  learns  will 
be  those  most  readily  recalled  . .  .  those 
most  powerfully  prioritized  by  journal- 
ists of  the  twentieth  century.

CSC  has  never  been 
'GUI-er'

For  freshman  en- 
tering their  first 
semester  at  La- 
Salle,  there  is  usually 
one  constant  among  stu- 
dent rosters  —  CSC  151. 
According  to  university 
requirements  all  stu- 
dents must  complete  a 
core-curriculum  which 
includes  this  infamous 
"computer-lit"  course. 
For  the  past  few  years, 
the  course's  agenda  has 
included  lessons  in  LO- 
TUS 1-2-3,  Microsoft 
Word  as  well  as  DBase. 
For  most  non  computer- 
science  students  these 
courses  have  been  the 
source  of  anxiety,  bore- 
dom and  intense  frus- 
tration. However  for  the 
class  of  1997,  these  same 
anxieties  may  no  longer 
exist.  Academic  Com- 
puting, along  with  the 
mathematics  and  com- 
puter science  depart- 
ment have  reevaluated 
the  course  syllabus. 
September  of  1993  has 
ushered  in  the  era  of 
"GUI"  environments  for 
all  LaSalle  students. 
Graphical  User  Inter- 
faces change  the  way 
that  most  students  will 
approach  the  often- 
feared  CSC  151.  Based 
on  the  Microsoft  WIN- 
DOWS operating  envi- 


ronments, all  classes  will 
be  taught  in  a  point-and- 
click  mouse  environ- 
ment. 

Academic  Comput- 
ing, one  of  the  more  lit- 
tle known  faculty  organ- 
izations on  campus,  has 
been  responsible  for 
some  of  the  most  no- 
ticeable campus-wide 
changes.  Dr.  Stephen 
Longo,  the  director  of 
Academic  Computing 
along  with  his  staff  of 
seven  or  eight  dedicated 
members  have  taken  it 
upon  themselves  to  im- 
prove the  computer  net- 
work which  currently 
services  the  LaSalle 
community.  After  wel- 
coming in  approximate- 
ly 100  hundred  new 
model  386  &  486  PC- 
Compatible  computers. 
Academic  Computing 
has  also  set  out  to  re- 
place all  desktop  com- 
puters for  each  and  eve- 
ry LaSalle  faculty  mem- 
bers. Gone  is  the  tradi- 
tional Olney  word 
processing  lab  and  re- 
placed by  the  addition 
of  all  the  new  PC's  in- 
side the  Wister  Com- 
puting Center.  Other 
changes  include  the  ac- 
cessibility of  all  stu- 
dents to  electronic  mail 
and  improved  network 


services.  Future  plans 
include  the  building  of  a 
computer  science  labo- 
ratory for  all  of  the  un- 
dergraduate and  forth- 
coming graduate  stu- 
dents in  the  computer 
science  program.  The 
location  of  this  lab  will 
either  be  the  Olney 
building  or  the  pro- 
posed new  science  cen- 
ter. 

In  addition  to  these 
changes.  Academic 
Computing  under  the 
direction  of  Longo, 
Ralph  Romano,  Tom 
Pasquale  and  Herb  Ra- 
mirez have  set  out  to 
improve  student  aware- 
ness to  changing  tech- 
nologies. Included  in 
these  additions  is  the 
addition  of  a  multi-me- 
dia course  which  is 
geared  around  the 
emerging  technology  of 
CD-ROM  disks.  Infor- 
mation in  this  venue  can 
be  stored  in  immense 
quantities  among  the 
areas  of  animation, 
sound  and  video  pres- 
entations. Academic 
Computing  truly  be- 
lieves that  things  like 
multimedia  in  conjunc- 
ture with  the  continual 
successes  of  the  internet 
and  on-line  services 
(COMPUSERVE, 
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Caught  Up  in  The  Moment,  this  member  of  the  women's 
volleyball  team  seems  to  be  frozen  while  waiting  for  a  return 
from  her  service.

To  a  certain  extent  I  had  ideas  —  nothing  revolutionary 
or  overly  innovative  but  hopefully  ideas  which  would  better  allow  us  to  print  a 
high  quality  book  —  a  publication  which  La  Salle  University's  class  of  1994  could 
fondly  look  back  upon  as  a  microcosm  of  their  college  days.  We  started  in  earnest 
by  doing  the  little  things  —  cleaning  and  renovating  our  office  facilities,  organizing 
weekly  meetings  and  establishing  a  better  staff  rapport,  introducing  organization 
into  our  work  and  most  importantly  —  wanting  to  better  the  efforts  of  our  pred- 
ecessors.
